Proportion of families with dependent children 


Proportion of employed persons 


Unemployment rate 


Number of occupied private dwellings 


Median household income 


There is one publication for Australia and one each for the states and territories. The national 
publication only looks at urban centres, whereas the state/territories' versions look at relevant 
urban centres and localities. The national publication only was boxed at the Canberra Press 
Gallery today.
